To Market at Belmont Park 


New YORK 

Aqueduct. which was dropping behind 
last year’s figures during the first week. 
had a notable improvement on Labor Day. 
when 47.315 little hellions came out. to 
give the course its biggest day of the vear 
and its biggest Labor Day attendance for 
three years. They bet $2.748.373. 2 fact 
which did not go unnoticed by the manage- 
ment. and while the crowd was a little 
short of the 50.518 which opened the sea- 
son at Jamaica. the betting was better. In 
fact the only time it has been exceeded 
this year was on May 30. when Belmont 
drew 51.864 and got $3.038.395 through 
the windows. 

Aqueduet isn’t built for 47.000) people. 
and the crush under the stands had_ to 
be seen to be credited. Personally. I'd 
thihk a long time before I'd pick this as 
a way to spend a holiday. because while 
[ don’t mind losing a little money now and 
then. I refuse to stand in a long line and 
be pushed around to do it. The jam was 
so heavy that after the early races the 
infield was opened to the crowd. and it 
seemed to me that most of those who went 
across the track stayed there. to the detri- 
ment of the handle. 

It wouldn't be too much trouble to put 
a half-dozen windows. of the smaller de- 
nominations. back of the totalisator board, 
as is done at Pimlico and at Churchill 
Downs. and I think these would pay for 
themselves on any big day. The infield 
is actually the only place where a New 
York Saturday crowd can have. satisfac- 
tory space at either Aqueduct or Jamaica. 
and if it had betting and other facilities 
it would be used more. 

It works two ways: The people who go 
over have more comfort. sitting or lying 
in the grass. and the people who don't go 
over have more fun. watching the people 
who do. They beat the flamingoes any- 


way you take them. even as to decoration, 

The Labor Day crowd might have seen 
a good 2-year-old in Mrs. Edward Lasker's 
All Is Well. This is a home-bred son of 


*Heliopolis. which showed so little in his 


first three starts that Max Hirsch got him 
successfully through a $12.500 claiming 
race without losing him But he’s won both 
of his last two, and the one on Labor Day 
he won by ten lengths with Bill Boland 
just sitting around on him. He beat only 
non-winners of a sweepstakes or two races 
other than claiming. but his time for six 
furlongs was 1:1115. and he could have 
done it better. 


FAILURE. The abrupt demise of Scar- 
borough Downs may make eastern pro- 
moters think twice about the value of 
night racing. It is true that the track in 
Maine did better under the lights than 
it had done in daylight. for such time as 
it took the novelty to wear off. but it 
was unable to continue showing a_ profit 
even under the lights. or the final four 
days would not have been cancelled. It 
was announced that an acute shortage of 
horses was responsible for the stopping of 
the meeting. but there was a more acute 
shortage in the $64.282 which was bet on 
the final night of the meeting. 

At Saratoga this vear the race meeting 
showed a fairly healthy increase. and the 
trotting racing. at night. showed a drop. 
1 don’t know that this is conclusive, but 
it should certainly give check to the idea 
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that all a meeting needs for success is a 
flock. of floodlights. 

It should also be fairly obvious that 
people who will stand bad weather in the 
day time will not put up for as much of 
it by night. for obvious reasons, including 
driving conditions and visibility, and that 
racing at night is considerably more at the 
merey of weather than day racing, 

In the interest of honesty. it should be 
admitted that racing in Maine did not have 
much of a chance to begin with, for as 
purses and expenses go nowadays. the near- 
ness of a populous city seems to be neces- 
sary for success, and new territory warms 
but slowly to racing. But the point is 
that night racing wasn’t enough to pull 
Searborough Downs out of the barrel. The 
guess here is that any major track which 
attempted night racing would show an 
immediate gain. followed by such a trail- 
ing off as the Maine track experienced, 
with an ultimate loss as the result. It is 
fervently to be hoped. anyway. 


PATH. Eddie Arcaro put in a very sue- 
cessful trip. beginning with a victory in 
the Saratoga Cup on Thursday. a triple 
on the closing Friday, a victory in the 
American Derby on Saturday. another in 
the Longacres Mile on Sunday. and then 
various rainbow trout for the rest of the 
week. On his return to civilization he 
rode the winner of the Babylon Handicap 
on his first day in action at Aqueduct. 
if you call that civilization. 

He reported. first. that Hill Prince is 
hack to his true form. “He’s like he was 
last spring.” he said. “He can lay back 
and come on.” 

A second item was that Battle Morn’s 
race in the Washington Park Futurity can 
be thrown out. though at the same time 
Eddie had nothing but good to say about 
To Market. the winner.

The alphabetical — list 
gives the records of all sires which had 
(1) as many as ten starters in 1949 and 
(2) an index of at least 1.20, that is, 
with earnings at least 20 per cent above 
the general per capita average of $2.420 
for the year. 

EXPLANATORY.

These figures, per- 


statistics roughly approximating the fa- 
miliar batting and fielding averages in 
baseball. They show, in the index itself, 
the proportion of success to opportunity. 

The norm for each year is the average 
distribution per starter. In 1949 the aver- 
age money per horse was $2,420. This 
average—whatever it may be in different 
years—is always expressed as the figure 
1. Thus, if a sire was represented by 10 
starters in 1949 and they earned a total 
of $24,200, their earnings were equal to 
their mathematical expectation the 
index for the group is 1.00. However, if 
there were 20 starters and they earned 
$24,200, which is the expectation for 10 
starters, the index is .50; that is, the group 
earned only half its mathematical expec- 
tation. 

But if a group of 10 horses earned $36.- 
300 in 1949, its index is 1.50; that is. it 
has exceeded its expected earnings by 50 
cent. If they earned $60.500, this 
sum is 2.5 times the average expectancy 
of $2,420 per horse, and the index is 2.50. 


per 


The reason for using an index rather 
than a simple average of dollars per start- 
er lies in the fact that the average number 
of dollars available per horse has varied 
so widely that it is quite impossible to 
make a fair comparison between horses 
which raced in different years. or between 
sires which flourished in different decades. 
More than twice as many dollars per horse 
have been available in the last four years 


as in the period from 1932 through 1940. 
It is manifestly impossible to compare the 
records of the leading sires of the 1930's 


with the leaders of the last half-dozen 
years, unless we use proportion. rather 
than dollars, as the basis for the com- 
parison, 

The indexes for sires in 1948 were 
given in figures which included three 


decimal places. The office records are 
still kept in this fashion. but the index 


has been rounded to two decimals. which 


may be understood simply as percentage. 
Thus a sire whose get have won 75 per 
cent of their average expectancy has an 
index of .75. Lf the index is 2.50 the earn- 
ings are 250 per cent of expectancy. 

In making computations here, the gross 
earnings credited to a sire are first di- 
vided by the year’s average. $2,420. The 
result, here called the Adjustment, shows 
how many times the expected earnings of 
one horse the actual earnings were. For 
instance, the $632.410 earned by the get 
of *Alibhai was equivalent to the earn- 
ings of 26115 horses at the rate of $2,420 
each. But *Alibhai had only 50. starters 
The 261.33 divided by 
50 gives the index, 5.23, which indicates 
that the offspring of *Alibhai earned 5.23 
times their mathematical expectation of 
$2.420 each.

Well established breeders realize that ac- 
curate, complete. and honest records of 
teasing and breeding are essential if a 
highly accurate diagnosis is to be made 
by the veterinarian who examines the 
genital organs of a mare. 

Occasional teasing is not enough. lt 
should be done every other day before 
breeding. and the mares should be closely 
watched. Teasing with one stallion. ae- 
cording to observations made at the for- 
mer Army Remount depot at Front Royal. 
sometimes is not so good as to use one 
teaser, and if no reaction is obtained. to 
expose the mare to a different teaser a 
little later. 

The first heat period of the breeding 
season sometimes is passed over to allow 
for the discharge of mucus. Mares should 
be teased just prior to breeding to see 
that they empty their bladder before they 
are mounted by the. stallion. 
a harmful effect on semen. 


Urine has 


If a mare has a long heat period early 
in the breeding season. she should be 
allowed to go out of heat. and bred dur- 
ing the following heat. 

Breeding at the foaling heat is a man- 
agement problem for the individual breed- 
er to decide. One advantage of breeding 
at this time is that the foaling heat period 
is easy to determine.

tages to breeding during the foaling heat: 
the use of a speculum at this time may 
produce a hemorrhage, and quite often 
debris is being discharged from the uter- 
us. Ninth-day breeding is advisable only 
if the mare is in good physical condition. 
hut of course there is no need for passing 
all ninth-day periods as a matter of gen- 
eral practice. 

Many mares become infected at foal- 
ing. and the mechanical irritation of 
breeding doesn’t help them to recover. 
A competent person can examine a mare 
on the sixth or eighth day after foaling 
and determine whether she should be bred 
on the ninth day. 

While the ninth day sometimes is a 
safe period in which to breed a mare. 
it cannot be used — indiscriminately 
as a breeding date. Anyone who has 
glanced through a speculum and observed 
the hemorrhage and discharge that some- 
limes are present in the uterus will re- 
alize that blindly using this date as the 
time to breed all mares is dangerous and 
unwise. A mare whose placenta was ex- 
pelled in three hours or less and weighed 
less than 14 pounds can be bred on the 
ninth day. other conditions being normal. 

Artificial insemination is a deeply im- 
bedded tradition. Tf vou are going to 
employ it. be very clean about it. An 
inseminator is preferred to a capsule. Use 
plenty of soap and water. a clean tail 
bandage. clean rubber gloves and a clean 
Try to avoid impregnat- 
ing foaling mares at least on the first 


rubber sleeve.

The late Dr. Edward Caslick stated 
three principal causes of barrenness: the 
shortness of the breeding season for Thor- 
oughbreds (the result of a desire for early 
foals). genital infections. and the failure 
of mares to have normal estrus. periods. 

The failure of mares to have normal 
heat or estrus) periods results in’ more 
barrenness than the other main causes 
Estrus or heat that is highly 
normal is the period of about four to. six 
days when a mare reacts to the teaser and 
will stand with little restraint to be bred. 
Drs. Crowhurst and Caslick state that 
this period is from five to, seven days. 


combined. 


while Dr. Day. another investigator. re- 
gards it as from seven to eight days. It 
is often stated. and it is true. that the 
only constant finding regarding the est- 
rual evele of the Thoroughbred its 
irregularity. 

Dr. Caslick classified broodmares into 
four main groups as regards their breed- 
ing habits: those with long estrual cycles 
and short quiet periods: those which are 
in heat for a short period and are out of 
heat for a long time: those whose pattern 
of estrus is irregular. with more days in 
heat than out of heat: and those which 


are essentially “blanks.” and always show 
neutral to the teaser. 

Thoroughbred mares may be expected 
to ovulate sometime within about three 
days. or later. of an estrus period. They 
must be bred prior to ovulation. They 
can be bred on the first. second. or third 
day of estrus with about a 60 per cent 
chance of getting them in foal. according 
to U. S. Army records. If they are bred 
on the fourth, fifth, or sixth days. the 
chances become lessened. 

A double cover by the stallion is very 
little better than a single cover. in a 
single estrus period. A double cover may 
give about a 3 per cent better chance of 
getting a mare in foal. but the opportuni- 
ties for infection also are increased. 

The use of a Caslick speculum (or a 
glass speculum. in the case of sutured 
mares) aids in determining when a mare 
has reached the time of ovulation. Rectal 
palpation is not entirely reliable. A spee- 
ulum should not be used on a mare on the 
day she is to be bred. because air is ad- 
mitted into the vaginal tract. and it should 
not be used oftener than about twice a 
week. When it is used. hygienic meas- 
ures should be employed. 

Attempts to make mares ovulate have 
not been too successful. Estrogen has 
been used as an aid when a mare was 
known to be ovulating. It may be help- 
ful when used on maiden mares. — Estro- 
gen also can be used on mares the 
fourth (“blank”) category if they show 
any reaction to a teaser. Sometimes a 
dose of estrogen at this point may help. 
but it is not definitely known that estro- 
gen will produce ovulation. 

The intelligent use of a speculum and 
the intelligent use of a teaser are impor- 
tant aids in getting mares in foal. It is 
clear that it is not possible to detect 
estrus or ovulation by teasing mares only 
at stated intervals. such as 24 to 30 days 
after foaling. or 10 to 14 days after a 
service. since too many mares show ir- 
regular eyeles. requires every-other- 
day teasing. plus the intelligent use of a 
speculum. and even then mares may be 
normal but will miss ovulating. or fail to 
be detected) ovulating. during the short 
breeding period. 

The figures of my former students. 
Caslick and Jennings. and my own results 
at two farms at Lexington. indicate that 
on the average of several years. 77 to 83 
per cent of the mares on well managed 
farms should become pregnant. But there 
are years when a given farm may have 
trouble reaching a 65 per cent pregnancy 
record. especially if many outside mares 
are bred. The control of the heat cycle 
and the detection of periods of true estrus 
in the outside mares will be poorer than 
for the home mares on the farm. because 
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less will be known of their individual 
characteristics. 

What are sometimes thought to be ovar- 
ian disturbances in mares may actually 
be the product of an endocrine imbalance. 
The ovaries are what we can get our 
hands on. while the endocrine glands are 
hidden. so there may be a tendency to 
place the blame on the ovaries for dis- 
turbances that otherwise are to 
account for. 

Mares which show long estrus periods 
are frequently classified as having evstie 
ovaries. The fact is that one seldom 
Mares will 


submit te breeding any time of the year. 


finds a mare without eysts. 


and cysts may be normal at any time of 
vear. If a mare has cystic ovaries. she 
should be sutured or clamped at estrus 
or after foaling to avoid irritation. 

Of a large number of mares examined 
by Dr. Caslick., about 6 per cent showed 
anestrus. This is a small but annoying 
percentage. It could be caused by eystie 
ovaries. or by small ovaries showing only 
a mild heat. When such mares are found 
to be in estrus through the use of a spee- 
ulum. they will breed all right. Tt is 
not wise to puncture an ovarian cyst in 
a young mare, 

\n ovarian tumor is rare. The tumor 
can be removed. Its presence draws the 
uterus forward and out of position, and 
makes it difficult to get the mare in foal. 

Occasionally a mare will have very 
small ovaries. Hormone treatment rarely 
helps in such cases. Sometimes the con- 
dition improves with time. but it is a 
serious problem. 

Constant estrus in fillies at the race 
track is sometimes blamed ovarian 
trouble. but the basis may be nutritional, 
or it may be a result of the confinement 
under unnatural conditions. Permanent 
closing of the vulva lips by suturing may 
cut down on the irritation, but not. all 
fillies respond to this treatment. Hormone 
treatments have been tried. but it is not 
known if such a practice may damage the 
future breeding potential of a filly. 


ABORTIONS. The loss of foals by 
broodmares is not as serious as some of 
the other breeding problems. but it can- 
not be termed insignificant. One of the 
main causes of the resorption or disap- 
pearance of fetuses is that too many 
mares are bred on the ninth day after 
foaling and are not examined carefully 
enough beforehand. Endocrine imbalance 
also may be a factor. but not much is 
known about it. 

An important cause of slipping is that 
mares are bred which are not in normal 
breeding condition. Tf the internal organs 
of a mare do not appear to be normal. su-

The Aga Khan’s Palestine won the Two 
Thousand Guineas last spring. After that 
there were no more victories for English- 
bred horses in the big 3-year-old classics 
in England.  Franee took them all. 
Camaree won the One Thousand Guineas. 
then Marcel Boussae won the Oaks with 
Asmena (*Gova 2nd—Astronomie). the 
Derby with Galeador (Djebel—Pharyva).

It was the most thorough job of bue- 
caneering the French raiders had done 
on English soil in many vears.
